In the largest Altona council 
poll to date, Cr. Ginifer led Cr. 
Crofts by 121 votes, And after 
distribution of preferences 
gained the first vacancy by 376 
vates. 





Cr. Crofts filled the second 
vacancy and Cr. McIntosh the 
third. 


Mr. Waters advises that the 
basis of the request for a re- 
count was the possibility of votes 
being incorrectly rejected as in- 
formal and the necessity for a 
further check of previously ac- 
cepted, ticket votes. . 


Ticket votes are the votes 
cast exactly as candidates how 
to vote cards advise.

SHIRE OPPOSES 
FUN PARLOUR 


Altona Shire Council will 
strongly oppose what appears to 


be a proposal to establish an}. 


amusement parlour in Harring- 
ton Square. 

Two residents from other sub- 
urbs have notified the council of 
their intention to open a furni- 
ture store and slot car racing 
centre in the premises which at 
present are occupied by the self- 
service grocery store in Harring- 
ton Square. 

Senior Health Inspector, Mr. 
J. Mellors, advises that the 
supervision of such places of 
amusement has been delegated 
fo councils. 

At the last council meeting he 
recommended that the slot car 
racing centre should be treated 
under the category of public 
buildings and the council insist 
on adequate toilet facilities for 
both sexes and the construction 
of a fireproof wall between the 
shop and the slot car racing 
centre. 

Cr. G. den Dulk suggested that 
on’ the face of it, the proposal 
may not look too bad, but the 
council has alréady found one 
amusement parlour undesirable 
and he urged that the proposition 
be strongly opposed. ° 

He pointed out that the council 
is attempting to provide facili- 
ties for all ages, but he feels 
this would fall into the undesir- 
able category. 

His remarks were endorsed 
by Cr. W. G. Cresser, who re- 
membered the experiences when 
the amusement parlour was open 
in Pier Street. Police were called 
to‘ the shop nightly, trouble 
spilled across the road to Logan 
Reserve and in fact the place 
was a den of iniquity concluded 
Cr. Cresser.

VOTING 
DETAILS 


Total votes cast last Saturday were 
23,292, which represents 72.8% of the 
possible number of votes—31,977. : 


This is just a slight improvement over the: or- 
dinary election in August last year when the percen- 


tage was 71.4%. 


However, the small gain was 
more than offset by the increase 
in informal votes—from 11% to 
13%. 


Cr. J. J. Ginifer obtained 9721 
first votes—about 1% more than 
Cr. W. L. J. Crofts with 9600. 


At last year's’ elections Cr. A. 
W. Boud headed the Labor tic- 
ket and obtained 64% more votes 
than his first opponent, Mr. D. 
Weybury. / 


An examination of the results 
from each polling booth: shows 
the same general trend~—some- 


-times to a greater..and some- 


times to a lesser degree~—a swing 
away from the Labor vote. 


Whereas in the 1965 elections, 
all booths showed substantial 
majorities for Labor, this year 
this was not so. In four of the 
seven polling booths the Rate- 
payer Candidate led the voting. 


Most notable change was the 
result in Altona East where the 
1965 majority of 976 votes for 
the Labor Candidate changed to 
a Ratepayers lead of B3. 

Out of 3700 votes cast at the 
Altona Primary School the Rate- 
payer Candidate led by 638. 


VOTING INEFFICIENCY 


Out of every possible 100 
votes 32 favoured the Labor 
Candidate, 31 favoured the 
Ratepayer Candidates and the 
remaining 37 were not used or 
were wasted by being informal. 
The council should give seri- 


ous consideration to this_situa-, 


tion. 

When enrolling. first year 
voters could be issued with a 
brochure explaining voting “pro- 
cedure. 

Penalities for non-voters could 
be enforced as the council de- 
cided to do last April.

The ladies and gentlemen of 
the chorus sang well, and for 
most part in tune, they were 
well disciplined, __ attractively 
dressed and maintained the Jap- 
anese air of decorum through- 
out.

Life Savers Give 
Demonstration 


The Altona Petrochemical Co. 
Pty. Lid. held a “family day” 
at the Maidstone Street plant on 
Sunday to celebrate its fifth an- 
niversary. 


One of the main thoughts be- 
hind the idea was safety minded- 
ness in all walks of life; at work, 
at home, on the roads, at school 
and at play. 

The Altona Life Saving Club 
was invited to give demonstra- 
tions of methods of resuscitation 
and 12 senior boys and girls 
volunteered their services. They 
were Barbara Allen, Lynette 
Allen, Sandra Butters, Aileen 
Hudson, Deanne McIntosh, Pearl 
McCallum, Colin Cotter, Ian Mc- 
Culloch, Bil! Hulands, Tony Van- 
son, Roy Bailey and Henk Kip, 
who led the squad and gave a 
commentary during the demon- 
strations. 

The methods used were the 
expelled air resuscitator (more 
commonly known as mouth to 
mouth) and the Sylvester Brosch 
Resuscitation of course is not 
confined to reviving apparently 
drowned persons. Many people 
who have suffered asphyxiation, 
electric shock, heart attack, 
etc., have been revived by some 
method or other of artificial res- 
piration. A method which will 
be used more extensively this 
year will be the cardiac chest 
massage, but this requires more 
skill and knowledge. 

Everyone should have some 
knowledge of mouth to mouth 
resuscitation as a few minutes of 
this method, applied immediately 
to an apparently drowned or 
asphyxiated person can mean the 
difference between life, and 
death. The Altona Life Saving 
Club ‘is willing to arrange dem- 
-onstrations for any club or or- 
ganisation whenever possible.

Students should not have to 
decide at Grade 6 level between 
a high orstechnical school.

Mr. Belshaw considers the ex/ 
amination system far too much 
orientated and that the best 
things learned in schools often 
cannot be measured by examina- 
tions. 


Primary education is good in 
Victoria but education at the sec- 
ondary level is too packed in. 


Learning required today (for 
example science at the univer- 
sity) i frightening. : 


Present day children are ex- 
pected to reach and go to unt- 
versily. It is necessary for as 
many as possible to do tertiary 
courses. At the university 70% 
of students are not paying fees 
but at R.M.I-T. education for 
students is free of fees. 

But there are many students 
who cannot cope with this level 
of training.

LEARN HOW TO LEARN 


Education does not mean in- 
structing or telling. It means 
educating, growing and develop- 
ing. Many things now being 
taught will become out of date. 
Students must be helped to learn 
how to learn. 

The average student not able 
to go to university should not 
he treated as a failure. Their 
talents, interests and abilities 
should be considered so that they 
are not looked on as failures. 
Only 22% finish difficult courses 
Many students are not mature 
enough to cope with the courses. 
If a child fails it ma¥ mean the 
student was not ready for the 
course. Thus they are being 
stifled. 

However, if 85% stay at school 
and learn how to learn, failure 
at examinations is not important 
concluded Mr. Belshaw. 


NEED FOR LIBERAL 
EDUCATION 


In this age of technology 
there is a danger of yielding to 
technological hypnosis when 
management (even in an industry 
that relies on scientists and en- 
gineers) requires a broadly crea- 
tive mind, said Mr. E. Angus 
Jones, chairman of the Mobil 
Group. 

He S2id a balance is needed 
between technical and liberal 
education and he is convinced 
that business in Australia wants 
more and more graduates and 
diplomates with a broader edu- 
cation than before. 


Australia must have popula-; 4 


tion, water, money and teachers, 
water to grow food for the in- 
creasing population and to in- 
money, money 
and more money has to be found 
to bring ideas to fruitation: 
more people are needed; and 
men of wide vision who are 
highly trained, are of high char- 
acter and think positively. 

Education should be produc- 
ing trained personalities. 

The business world is seeking 
to recruit trained personalities 
who will be presented with far 
greater opportunities than their 
fathers and grandfathers. 

Mr. Jones stressed that indus- 
try must have the technical man 


but as business grows and de-| 4 


velops newi characters of leader- 
ship will be needed. 

He considers a liberal educa- 
tion should include a knowledge 
of others, of physical and bio- 
logical work, culture, history, re- 
ligion. attainment of skills and 
the ability to think clearly.
